Academic Achievement Award 

Alumnus Henry Louis “Skip” Gates, Jr., Class of 1969, has provided funding for a 
wall on campus to recognize outstanding achievements in scholarship by members 
of the Potomac State community. Dr. Gates, originally from Piedmont, WV, at¬ 
tended PSC 1968-69; and earned a bachelor’s degree in history, summa cum laude, 
from Yale University. He also holds doctorate and masters degrees in English lan¬ 
guage and literature from Cambridge University. Currently, Gates is W.E.B. DuBois 
Professor of the Humanities, Professor of English, Chair of Afro-American Studies, 
and Director of the W.E.B. DuBois Institute for Afro-American Research at Harvard 
University. Rightfully so, Gates was also awarded the Potomac State Alumni 
Achievement Award in 1991. 

The wall, consisting of three granite slabs, will contain names of former faculty, 
alumni, and students of outstanding academic performance and contribution. Stu¬ 
dents will be listed on the center piece, flanked by faculty and alumni on both sides. The monument will be placed in the grassy 
area in front of Academy Hall. If you would like to nominate someone to be memorialized in this fashion in future years, please 
contact the President’s Office to receive official nominating guidelines. 

Dr. Gates was the keynote speaker during the 96th Commencement exercises at Potomac State in May. During graduation 
ceremonies. Interim President Tony Whitmore presented Gates with Potomac State’s first-ever honorary degree, a gesture 
Gates said was very important to him. “Here I am, some 31 honorary degrees later, and I finally get the one that probably 
means the most to me. I was only at Potomac State for a year before transferring to Yale, but I sincerely believe that I 
wouldn’t be the person I am today if I had followed any other path,” Gates said.

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Three Enter Athletic Hall of Fame 


Inducted into the Twelfth Annual Athletic Hall of Fame were Anthony V. "Skip" Delligatti '58, Frank A. Neal '60, and 
Janies E. Thompson '59. 

Skip Delligatti attended PSC in 1956-58, then earned a bachelor's degree in physical education and recreation at Fairmont 
State College and a master's in secondary school administration from WVU in 1972. During his years as a Catamount athlete, 
Delligatti played football and was a member of the All-WVIAC team both years. He coached at Fairmont Senior High School 
and was named Coach of the Year in 1984. His coaching expertise isn’t limited to football as he also coached basketball, 
baseball and track during his career. During his years in administration, Dellagatti served as assistant principal at Fairmont 
Senior High School, principal at Miller Junior High School, and principal of the State School of Excellence. Delligatti’s award 
was presented to him by Edward F. Helminski '58, a 1998 Hall of Fame inductee. 

Frank Neal attended PSC from 1958-60 and earned a bachelor's degree in education from the University of Texas, El Paso 
in 1975. He was a starting forward on the basketball team at Potomac State and earned honors on the Tri-State All- 
Tournament team during both seasons. He was the most valuable player of the team during the 1959-60 season. Neal served 
as a U.S. Army Recreation Program Supervisor from 1961-81, where he coached, played, officiated, organized, and directed 
varied events. He also officiated high school sports. Unable to attend the banquet due to knee surgery, Frank was represented 
by his brother. Bill Neal, who accepted the award which was presented by Jim Broome. 

Jim Thompson, a Keyser native, attended PSC in 1957-59, and earned a master's degree at WVU in 1961. He played 
defensive end and offensive tackle on the Catamount football team. His coaching career spans several sports: football, 
basketball, wrestling, track, golf, and tennis. Thompson earned Coach of the Year honors in football in 1977 from the Potomac 
Valley Conference and Dapper Dan; he also earned PVC Coach of the Year for golf in 5 years. The seasons from 1989-96 
saw Thompson return to his college alma mater as an assistant football coach for the Catamount team. Alumnus Tom 
O'Connor '46 presented the award to Thompson.

Last fall, the College received an offer to 
buy the lower farm, located about six miles 
from the campus on the Potomac River. The 
college also operates a dairy farm near the 
campus. The school purchased the lower 
farm in early 1900s from the Mineral County 
Commission for use in the agriculture pro¬ 
grams. Professor Don Starcher ‘70, coor¬ 
dinator of agriculture, and Professor Rick 
Woodworth ‘85, assistant coordinator, along 
with PSC administrators worked with WVU 
officials weighing the options for and against 
the sale of the farm. Ultimately, the deci¬ 
sion was made not to sell the farm and to 
continue the agriculture training on the ex¬ 
isting farms. Currently, the Agriculture De¬ 
partment offers five Associate of Arts de¬ 
grees in agriculture, one in horticulture, one 
in pre-veterinary, and four in forestry. Ac¬ 
cording to Professor Woodworth, approxi¬ 
mately 8% of the juniors and seniors in the 
agriculture programs at WVU are PSC

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Fulfilling a Need 


As I visited with the Moseses in their 
home, I was awestruck by the many works of 
art hanging on their walls, which Betty 
proudly informed me had been painted by her 
father, a natural-born Swiss who immigrated 
to this country at the age of twelve. "My father 
had many interests and shared those 
interests with his children, from painting, to 
rock collecting to a love of music. I was very 
fortunate to have grown up with such 
diversity; some aren't as fortunate," said 
Betty. One goal that Harvey and Betty have is 
to help some of those who are less fortunate 
by sharing some of their interests with them 
and focusing on education and the arts. 

Harvey and Betty believe that all 
students should be given the opportunity to 
be enlightened and to develop an 
appreciation for the arts. They agreed that, 
"Some will absorb the arts like a sponge, 
some through osmosis, while others won't 
absorb anything, but at least they should have 
the chance." 

The Moseses have donated significantly 
to various arts programs, had a summer arts 
camp named after them, contributed 
financially to yearly play productions, and 
paid for students from the Petersburg area to 
attend those plays. 

They have bought computers for 
neighbors and several students who were 
attending college,".. .to help get them up to a 
level playing field in college," said Harvey. He 
went on to say that he had grown up in the 
1930s and during World War II, a time when 



most people barely even had the basics. "I 
served in WWII with many intelligent boys, 
only 18 or 19 years old, who proudly served 
their country, but didn't have a chance to live 
and reach their potential because they died in 
the war. I was able to attend college on the GI 
Bill after returning from the war, and as long 
as I live, I will try to do what I can to help make 
things better, especially for the students," 
added Harvey. 

"Kids should always have an opportunity 
to develop. It tears at my heart to see how 


disadvantaged some kids are. I can't 
understand people not helping, because when 
they don't help, it’s the kids who end up 
paying the price," Harvey stated. 

The Moseses have also directed some of 
their funds to the improvement and updating 
of the current library by establishing the 
Harvey and Betty Moses Fund. "We’re very 
passionate about the renovations to the 
library. The addition of a technology and 
communications center is definitely an area 
I’m interested in and can benefit all of the 
students, not just a few," said Harvey. 

"We wanted to be a part of Potomac State 
College and as we approach the twilight of our 
lives, we would like to know that some 
memory of us will survive and that the 
students will continue to benefit from the 
financial involvement we've been fortunate 
enough to provide. To quote that famous line 
from several years ago, A mind is a terrible 
thing to waste,'" Harvey said. 

"We saw a need and wanted to help fulfill 
it." This message was repeated again and 
again during my visit with Harvey and Betty. 
Even as we wandered through the pleasantly 
landscaped lawn where purple clematis was 
draped lazily over a white lattice fence, while 
red and yellow roses in full bloom filled the air 
with the sweet scent of summer, I observed 
that the caring and concern of these two 
people spreads into all aspects of their lives 
and to those around them.
